Mr. C. W. Sutter, Dominion govern- 
“ment immigration agent for nine years 
past at Edmonton, bas been spending 
a few days in the city on Dosiness 
connected wi.h the immigration which 
is expected in the coming season. He 
xceturms west this evening. Referring 
to the very large immigration tp 
Northern Alberta t season, Dumber- 
ing in the neighhorbood of 


say of the many classes of settlers 
who have been pouring inio Nortlern 
Alberta. Beginning with those against 
whom, perhaps the most has been 
spoken and written, the Galicians, he 
says they are ahovt the best settlers 
im the district. One colony alone of 
these people numbers over 12,000 peo 
ple. A ecttlement which begins fif- 
teen miles northeast of Edmpnton, ex- 
tends ta a distance of 100 miles. All 
had magnificent crops the paat sea- 
mon, and they are doing well. Those 
who came to this country in 1896-7- 

are Bow prosperous farmers, ma 

having 100 to 150 acres under culti- 
vation, fine ‘yildings and excélent 
«sock. When they drive to town ‘their 
nationality cannot be dearned from 
amy peculiarity of their eppearance. 
In one settlement ihere are three 
eteam threghers, and also three horsee- 
power threshing machines. The farm- 
ers are going, with success, into the 
raising ac hogs, finding this industry 
more provitable than marketing their 


grain, owing to the long haul to mark-}- 


et, Thew find, however, one draw- 
*back, namely, their lIcck of echonle. 
“‘Dhey are aaxious to learn Englist, 
tod tbey desire to have schogls 
but they do moi know hew to proceed 
to bring this about, and they would 
jike to have a commissioner appoint- 
od to direct them in the organization 
of school districts and other necessary 
steps to get schools established. Mr. 
Sutter has laid the matter before the 
school. juspectpr, and-explained that, 
after a hittle advice 9nd © assistarce, 
the pepple, will, in’ a short time, be 
nble to run their schools themselves. 
‘Those who have had schools have 
made eurprising progress in a short 
time. : ‘ 

But Myr. Sutter speaks well also of 
ithe American settlers who are com- 
ing ip in large numbers. They have 
Amercians new, he says, from nearly 
‘every state in the union; anf those 
who are coming sre the wry best 
farmers. They are well-to-do bring, 
ing wiih them the proceeds of the 
aiies of their property fcr large 
prices. A iew years ago farmers who 
sold out in lowa or Iilinaie used to 
buy land in Dakota, but now, euch 
fre purchasing in Manitoba and the 
Canadian Territories. ; 

A pew eleraent in which Mi. Sutter 
is interested is that of people from 
‘Kenvucky, who originally came from. 
Switzerland, having been induced hy 
a land company to,come and bay land 
in the norubern part of Kentucky. 
One or two families of those sei.lers 
are now in Northern AYberta and their 
correspondence with friends bas re- 
eulted im a determination on the part 
af many to come to Canada. Mr. 
Satter visited the Kentucky settlers, 
who are Swise-Germans, and found 
their land tobe practically nothing 
but yed eand, on which they couki 
not raise crops successfully. 

Another prospe-tus c'ass of sctilers 
are the Moravian German Roseians 
eho are chicby in the two setile- 
ments o HBruederfeld and Brueder- 
heim, the former beginning «bout 
four miles south, and tae other twen- 
ty-eigbt miles northeast of Edmesi- 
ton. The popuiation of the Maravi- 
an settlements Mr. Sutter says, Dum~ 
bers at least five thousand souls, and 
all bave done remarkably well and 
are yow abundanity supplied with 
everytping tkat constiutes pros 
perily among farmers.
